THE WORST OF THE LOT. 

Not only the worst, but at the same time 
the most utterly unexpected snow-storm of 
the senso ruled the city yesterday, and 
placed what it is hoped will be the climax 
upon the monumental series of storms which 
have made the present winter the most ex- 
traordinary of its kind. Friday evening there 
was no reason to look for a display of eccen- 
tricity on the part of the weather, The sun- 
set was obscured by the usual bank of dim 
clouds which usually spoil the sunsets of 
big cities, but overhead the sky was bright 
and blue, with here and there a cirrus cloud 
that conveyed no token of the coming 
trouble. Better than these symptoms, which 
cannot always be relied upon, the supervisor 
of the weather at Washington thought fit to 
predict “fair weather for the Upper Lake 
region. S chat, take ig altogether, the pros- 
pects Friday evening for a continuation of 
the delightful spring weather which has pre- 
vailed of late were exceedingly favorable. 

Saturday morning’s realities, however, 
were s@dly at odds with Friday night’s 
probabilities. Suen people as rose at the 
reasonable hour of somewhere between 7 
8o’clock in the morning were madé once 
more alive to the fact that the beautiful 
yet much objurgated snow was again assert- 
ing its might; that the front gallery was cov- 
ered with it, and that the day’s coal 
could not be removed from the Har 
until a way for the 8 to 
swing back on had been dug for the—well, 
say thirtieth time this winter. They were, 
perhaps, not prepared for the other incon- 
veniences that awaited them, but as a before- 
breakfast indication of the unpleasant possi- 
bilities of a mid-March snow-storm this was 
quite sufficient for the time being. 

Hardly too much can be said in reprehen- 
sion of this utterly unwarrantable prolonga- 
tion of this perfectly abominable winter. 
Previous St. Patrick’s days, if recollection 
serves correctly, it will be remembered, have 
often been disagreeable on account of the 
extreme dustiness of the streets and the al- 
most unbearable heat of the sun, and here 
the city is suffering from weather that would, 
as a rule, disgrace Middle Minnesota 
at this time of the year. The wagon- 


roads lie underneath from six solid 
inches to a foot cf hey BP re result of suc- 
cessive snow-tall thaws and freezings, 

on top of this rest four inches of the 
dampest, densest, most uncomfortable snow 


harvest at the usual fareof five cents a head. 
The snow-plows were kept runnbue over all 
the West Side lines all da$ long, but the only 
effect they produced was to keep snow- 
pile down toa minimum. With six and even 
eight horses attached to ach they were not 
able to clear the rails which the heavy snow 
congealed to as soon as it fell, forminga 
compact and mucilaginous mass too hara,for 
brooms shovels to remove and too soft 
for the atteutions of the vick. 

The South Side car people made a plucky 
attempt to keep above the rail,” but it was 
only partially successful. Mr. Holmes al- 
most suc in at three or four 
places at onee, but if ne had managed to be 
simultaneously present in twenty he could 
hardly have done any good. At 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon a reporter called at the (m- 
pany’s barns on Twenty-first and State 
streets, arriving at the very moment that 
Mr. Holmes returned from a trip of inspec- 
tion along the lines south of his headquar- 
ters.

There are mud roads there, every pass 
ing wagon throws a collection of mixed mud 
and snow upon the rails. This mixture is 
terribly hard to cope with. It is sticky, slip- 
pery, and pondéronus. I Wave street-plows 
trying to clear the rails of it, but they make 
no h Whatever. They do not throw 
it aside. y simply collect in front of the 
ways in such masses that often after mo 
ten feet the plow has gathered a collection o 
the stuff which a dozen horses could not 
budge. When an attempt is made to cut 
through it the snow-plow par ree on top 
of it, and there is an end of it. same thing 
happens in a less aggravated form with the 
scrapers which are attac to the cars. 
Hitherto they have proved invaluable in 
cases of storms, but to-day they are of very 
little avail. a 

At this moment a gentleman entered the 
room and Mr. Holmes said to him:

The only work that can be done there is with 
the shovel. We may possibly be able tu do 
something for our passengers at 6 o'clock, 
but lvery much doubt that we shall be able 
to take them south of Twenty-fifth street.“

NOTES ABOUT NAMES. 


Whata Name Is end Should Be—Names 
That People Bear and Names They 
Would Fain Be Rid Ot. 

New York Worid, 

The legal name of a person, let it be said 
at the outset, is—according to the decision of 
the Supreme Court of Indiana—“ one Chris- 
tian name and a sur name“; he may have as 
many middle names or initials as he chooses 
totake. The most sensible practice is to 
give a male child two names, as the second 
igttial will be valuable asa distinguishing 
mark in business. For N. however, the 
single name is to be preferréd, as it will, with 
her maiden name, form a sufficiently long 
and characteristic titie when she marries. 
Lord Chelmsford has said, as to names in 
England, * We do not recognize the absolute 
right of a person to a particular name to the 
extent of entitiing him to prevent the as- 
sumption of that name by a stranger. The 
right to the exclusive use of name in con- 
nection with a trade or business is familiar 
to our law, and any person using that name 
after a relative right of this description has 
been acquired by another is considered to be 
guilty of a fraud, or at least of an invasion 
of another’s rights, and renders himself lia- 
ble to an action, or he may be restrained from 
the use of the name by injunction. But the 
mere assumption of a name which is the pa- 
tronvmie of a family by a stranger who had 
never before been called by that name, what- 
wer cause of annoyance it may be to the 
family, is a grievance for which our law af- 
fords no redress. According to Sir Edward 
Coke a name given at baptism may be 
changed at confirmation, for that eminent 
jurist has written: If a man be baptized by 
the name of Thomas, and after, at his con- 
firmation by the Bishop, he is named John, 
he may purchase by the name of his confirma- 
tion. And this was the case of Sir Francis 
Gawdye, late Chief-Justice of the Court of 
Common Pleas, whose name of baptism was 
Thomas, and his name of confirmation Fran- 
cis, and that name of Francis, by the advice 
ofall the Judges, anno 86, Henricus VIII..

A GLIMPSE AT RUSSIA. 

An interview which Mr. Jeremiah Curtin, 
Secretary of Legation at St. Petersburg from 
1864 to 1870, has courteously accorded THE 
‘Trrune, will serve to throw some light 
upon the present situation ot affairs in Rus- 
sia, an his statements possess unusual in- 
terest because of the difficulty in acquiring 
information, either through newspapers or 
books, of Pe real condition of that country. 
Mr. Curtiss statements bear di upon 
the recent troubles, and also give some indi- 
cations as to the future. We, therefore, 
sum up his observations in the form of a 
brief, connected narrative. 

In the reign of Nicholas, the father of 
Alexander IL; the late Czar, Russia was 
compactly, logically, and symmetrically con- 
structed. Nicholas was a great landholder, 
and Russia was his farm. Under him was 
an immer@e number of smaller landholders. 
They were held responsible for good order 
in their districts, and if they were in need 
of help toenforce it they could cal! upon the 
Government. The civil service was filled 
by men appointed by the Emperér. The vil- 
‘lage communes were under the landholders. 
Their structure was very similar to what it 
is now, but the landholders had greater 
power, so that the communes obeyed their 
wishes. They also had three days in the 


so that, as each landholder averaged at 
least 1,000 serfs under him, he had the abso- 
lute control of the labor of 500 serts. * When, 
during the reign of Alexander II., serfdom 
was abolished and the first of his reforms was 
thus introduced, Russia lost that symmet- 
rical form ef construction she had up to that 


time possessed.. As the peasants could not 


live without land the land was given to them 
in allotments varying from eight to seventy 
acres each, the amount varying according to 
its excellence, less being given where it was 
very fertile, and vice versa, so that the kver- 
age was from nine to twenty acreseach, ex- 
cept in Southwestern Russia, where differ- 
ent conditions prevailed. To recompense the 
nobility the Government paid them for a part 
of the land in 5 per cent interest-bearing 
bonds and the remainder in ready money, 
and to recoup itself the Government made 
the peasants pay 6 per cent on the valuation 
given to the nobies, retaining the difference 
asasinking fund. If the peasant was dis- 
satisfied with the land allotted to him under 
thege arrangements he could take one-fourth 
of it for nothing. What he really holds in 
permanency is his garden, the land which he 
tills being re-allotted every five or six years. 
While the nobility received compensation for 
their land they received nothing for their loss 
of control over the labor of the serfs and the 
consequent los of influence and authority. 
They expected to receive political power 
as an equivalent, but, instead of that, 
the result of the abolition of serf- 
dom was the increase of bureaucracy. 
The nobles were not only thrown out 
of their previous condition of influence, but 
they found their work done by others. They 
have some little influence through the Pro- 
vincial Assemblies in the administration of 
purely local affairs, but the decisions of 
these Assemblies must be submitted to the 
Governors of the Provinces, who have the 
right of veto, and the only appeal lies to the 
Minister of the Interior, whose decision is 
final. They were in reality reduced to a 
@ondition of servants. They agitated the 
consolidation of the Provincial Assemblies 
into one General Assembly, in which all 
classes could be represented, but without 
avail. They petitioned that all class 
distinctions should be abolished, so that 
taxes should be paid equally, for, while 
under serfdom the serfs paid the taxes, as 
soon as they were emancipated the mer- 
chants and nobles had to meetthem. This 
peiition was, of course, refused, and they 
found that there was nothing left for them to 
do except to serve the State as officials or 
work in Provincial Assemblies, where every- 
thing they did could be set aside without 
protest from them or recourse of any kind. 

The discontent of the nobility, therefore, 
may be easily understood. So far as the 
Nihilists are concerned, there have always 
been more or less of them in Russia, for the 
Slavonic mind is naturally radical and 
democratic; only. the Poles are aristocratic. 
Among them are many unemployed 
and ‘discontented men. Their ranks 
have been recruited from these, and students, 
12 sons, and improvident young 

All classes are 
represented among them except the peasants.

THE LONG, HARD WINTER. 

Winter lingers in the lap of Sprifiz ina 
most scandalous menner this year. It is al- 
ways an improper proceeding,and has now ex- 
cited the disgust of the most tolerant people. 
Winter has grown to be a hoary old wretch. 
His calendar life is only three months. He 
came prematurely last fall, and has worn 
out his welcome by overstaying his time. 
We have endured him fully tive months al- 
ready, and at the present writing there is 
smal! prospect for his retiring for some time 
to come. If the present course of the seasons 
be pursued, autumn and spring may as well 
b@texpunged from the almanacs. It will bea 
more honest way to give eight months to 
winter and four to summer without any

The present winter has been one to baffle 
the traditional of the oldest inhab- 
itant. Some people who are not sensitive 
about their age are willing to go back as far 
as the winter of 1842-48 fora parallel, but 
that is clearly barred by the statute of lim- 
itations. It is entirely safe to accept the 
prevailing im season as the dreariest and 
most trying evér known to anybody outside 
of Siberia. It has been long and relentless. 
Every new storm seems to have been actu- 
ated by some mysterions motive to exceed 
all the preceding storms in viciousness. The

The Canadian weather-prophet, Vennor, 
seems to be in league with the evil spirit of 
storm.

he ever expects to be popular he had better 
begin predicting some fair and mild weather 
with equal certainty. It is said that Vennor 
proceeds upon astronomical signs and the 
theory of “weather cycles.” His method 
has certainly been proved to be a good one 
by the correctness of his predictions; but we 
must still doubt the doctrine of “ weather 
cycles.“ The idea of a cycle involves an 
idea of change at some time, and even hope- 
ful people have abandoned the prospect for 
change this winter. 

The season is certainly discouraging. The 
railroad and telegraph people, the street-car 
lines, and the truckmen and the laborers, the 
business-men and the housewives, have been 
engaged in a ceaseless combat with it. More 
than one economical housekeeper, we ven- 
ture to say, sat do and cried yesterday 
morning at the necessity for beginning anew 
the tussle with drifting snow which had al- 
ready cost her so large a share ot her allow- 
ance for domestic expenses. The railroad 
bosses and hands swore roundly at this sur- 
charge of storm, while the large stockholders 
sat comfortably in their back parlors and be- 
moaned the loss of dividends, The children 
howled in dismay at being condemned to 
pass another of their weekly holidays in- 
doors, and the people Who sought consola- 
tion on any side had their labor for their 
pains. 

The stérms of this winter have placed a 
serious embargo on business, and this latest 
—we dare not say last—will probably prove 
more emb@prassing than any that has gone 
before it. The Northwest has been the 
largest bufferer, for the other sections of the 
country have been spared to a certain ex- 
tent. But when the Northwest is retarded in 
its movement forward the rést of the coun- 
try feels the pressure, as the body is par- 
alyzed when a-main agteryis choked up. 
The personal inconvenience of lecomotion 
on the streets and travel by the steam cars is 
of small moment as compared with the 
hindrance to commerce. The local loss 
in this city in time, and the wear 
and tear on appliances and energy, 
will amount to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. There is some comfort to be found 
in the reflection that the prosperity of the 
past year has enabled peeple to bear the 
strain with acertain equanimity, which has 
also been increased by the anticipation of re- 
newed activity when the break-up comes. 
The winter has been a hard one, but not 
nearly so trying as if the same long stretch of 
cold and storm had visited the country three 
or four years ago in the midstof business de- 
pression and widespread “poverty. This re- 
flection may revive confidence in the fitness 
of things, and inspire the hope that we are 
coming out all right.— Mother Shipton and 
the relentiess Vennor to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 


JUDGE DAVIS A DEAD WEIGHT. 

Nobody who has ever taken the most cur- 
sory view of Judge Davis, of Illinois, has 
any doubt that he has been a very “Sodom 
apple to the Democracy, which they 
thought was gold, bit turned to ashes in 
their hands. To change the figure, he has 
been a dead weight. The Democratic party 
has more reason than anybody to appreciate 
the full force of the gentleman’s ponderosi- 
ty.

. Yesterday Tun TriBUNE commented on 
the ‘unfrtunate and deplorable policy adopt- 
ed by the trades-unions of excluding appren- 
tices from the workshops pf nearly all 
trades. One effect of this is to confine the 
privilege of working at all mechanical occu- 
pations to persons of foreign birth who 
have learned their trades in Europe or Can- 
ada. This results in a sort of Know- 
Nothingism, whereby Americans are practi- 
cally excluded from knowledge of mechan- 
ical trades, and the country is dependent for 
mechanical or skilled labor upon emigrants 
from foreign eqantries. 

In course of time these foreign-born me- 
chanics have sons of their own, who are in 
like manner excluded from the workshop, 
and, in common witlrall the American youth, 


afé condemned to be unskilled | rs, or 
are driven into non-productiv n 
or go to swell the army of i 


loungers, loafers, hoodlums, and criminals 
who fill the saloons, and streets, and disrep- 
utable establishments of all large cities. 
This vast population of young men from 15 
to 25 years, from which the criminal class is 
recruited, are those who are denied and pro- 
hibited from learning trades by the arbitrary 
rules of the trades-unions, which are, in 
turn, made up chiefly of persons of foreign 
birth, and who have learned their trades in 
— lands. 0 
he inventive skill of the Americans is 
largely devéted to labor-saving machinery. 
The country is reduced to foreign immigra- 
tien for its supply of skilled labor, the 
Ameri youths being excinded rigidly 
from y instruction in mechanical arts. 
The result, therefore, is a constant struggle 
between the improvements of labor-saving 
machinery and the close corporations or arbi- 
trary monopoly of the trades-unions. | 
One of these industries, is trade or 
craft of catton-spinning. This yoft men 
absolu determine. who of their number 
and how many of them shall be @ployed 
at any cotton-mill im the United States. 
They are mainly Bnglishmen, and are the 
authors of all the labor disturbances and 
strikes in the cotton-factories of New En- 
gland. When they strike they practically 
suspend all other operations in the mills. 
They permit no apprentices, and the supply is 
wholly recruited from England. “Against this 
tyranny and despotism there is n@appeal. 
We know the Communistic theory of in-

N try denounces labdt-saving inventions as 


something at wer with human happiness and 
human rights, Théy and the trades-unions 
adopt the same theory and policy of limiting 
and prescribing the number of other men 
who shall learn any trade or be allowed to 
work at it. They seek to maintain a monop- 
oly of each trade, and to this policy is due 
the falt that in this country there are so many 
young men who have no trade and are 
wholly unfitted for any productive occupa- 
tion. Idleness carries in its train all the 
vices; idleness is the fruitful producer of 
intemperance; idleness, to a large tent, 
compulsorily educates men in crime, and it 
is one of the most striking as well asthe most 
repulsive consequences of this Socialistic- 
trades-union exclusion of apprentices that 
the only way for an American-born youth 
to learn a mechanical trade is to learn that 
trade as a criminal in the State Prison. 

The theory that a limitation of the number 
of skilled mechanics is che only way in which 
skilled workmen can maintain wageg in this 
country is clearly fallacious, because that 
limitation is abortive. Numbers of trades- 
unions refuse apprentices, thereby exch@d- 
ing American —their own sous among 
them—from learning useful trades, when all 


the ports of the couiſtry are wide open to the 


mechanics of all Europe, who flock hither in 
such numbers that the unemployed surplus 
can at any time, and always do, beat down 
the wages whenever there is a struggle on 
that point. 

It, on the contrary, the trades-unions were 
open to all Americal? boys, where ap- 
prentices could serve long enough to become 
skilled workmen, intelligent and educated 
mechanics, there would be more men. 
in each trade, but there would be a 
larger percentage of skillful men in each 
trade, and these skiliful men could command 
higher and better wages, because their labor 
would be worth more than is now paid to the» 
exclusively foreign workmen, whose union 
laws establish horizontal wages,—the sanie 
to the skillful as to the ignorant and incom- 
petent.

THE TRICHINOSIS SCARE. 


The French’ Embarge upon American 
Pork Cleverly Brought About by the 
Parisian Dealers. 

Correspondence New York Word. 
PARIS, March 2.—“ Justice is done; honor 
to the French pork-butchers and to the na- 
tional pig.“ This patriotie ery of the Figaro, 

I think, will give the true philosophy of the 

movement against American pork in France, 

American pork, as yeu know, has lately been 

reported as diseased with trichinosis, and 

the President of the Repablic ha’ issued a 

decree against its lmportagion and sale. It is 

a measure striking at a most important 

branch of commerce, ostensibly in the name 

of the public health, but really, or at least 
quite as much, in the interests of French 
protection. It is part of that general wave 
of protection which is once more passing 
over all French politics. The Senate, the 
other day, for instance, introduced the most 
restrictive proposals on the importation of 
American cattle,—proposals so sweep 
ing that it is considered quite 
impossible that the Chamber of Depu- 
ties can sanction them. This was done in 
the name of the consumer, though really, of 
course, in the interest of the native dealer. 

American pork is going the way of beef, and 

an attempt is making to show that, while the 

American pig may suffer from this disease, 

the French one is above such a weakness. 

The Figaro has gone to the length of luter- 

viewing a French pork butcher, who repudi- 

ates with indignation the idea that there 
could possibly be anything the matter with 
the products that he sells. The only evil, he 
says, is in giving free course to the commer- 
cial enterprises of his plan vor, the grocer, 
wo imports the salted food from America 

This hint has been followed up by most ap 

palling accounts of the productiveness of the 

American worm. A hundred thousand, it 

seems, can find comfortable house-room in 

one Ae and each 2 can lay 42,000,000 

of eggs. Unfortunately, the writer admits 

in an unguarded moment that a good deal of 
his knowledge was derived from observations 
made on a Poel big. The truth is, as re- 
ports from Germany have long since shown, 
that the disease is common to no class of 
animals, and it was heard of in Europe 
long before we had any notice of it from 

America. The wholesale prohibition of 

American pork is an advantage skillfully 

extracted by the French producer of salted 

goods from the temporary panic of the 
moment. But the Presidential decreeis so 
hard if its operation that the Chambers of 

Commerce of the different ports chiefly 

affected by it are sending deputations to the 

Government to ask for its reconsideration. 

As it stands, even cargoes of goods at sea 

which were shipped before the decree was 

issued will not <4 received in port even for 
the short time uired to reship them to the 
place they came from. Moreover, the stocks 
on hand among the retail dealers must not 
be sold, although the owners offer to give the 
Government Inspectors the fullest opportu- 
nity of testing it. One point of the remon- 
strance is of special importance: the pro- 
hibition as against American trade is useless, 
as the pork can enter France through En- 
land.’ It would be easy to develop a new 
ade in so-called English products of this 
nature, which would be no more than 

American products reshiwped under another 
name. This is constant 7 done in other 

articles. Many prime York hams“ first 
see the light in Cincinnati, and Gloster 
cheeses are often but honest New England- 
ers in masquerade.

Wasutneton, D. C., March 19.—There 
were almost as many Senators at the Capitol 
to-day as there wuld have been had there 
been a.session.

Wasuineton, D. C., March 19.—The con- 
test over the United States Marshalship for 
the Northern District of Illinois remains un- 
changed,—that is to say, both parties are still 
confident of success. Mr. Jones says to-night 
that he has the most positive assurances that 
his name will be sent to the Senate on 
Monday or Tuesday.

ws’ name had been for weeks before the 
Senate. The Judiciary Committee, composed 
of some of the best men of both es. had 
refused to report it for confirma and the 
sentiment of the country had most emphat- 
ically approved their conduct. The Commit- 
tee, the Senate, and the people condemned 
the appointment as one unfit to be made. 

The reason unblushingly given for send- 
ing the name back is even worse than the act 
itself. It is, simply, that Thurman and others 
having been removed from the Committee 
and the Senate, the tool of the Central Pacific 
has now a chance to be confirmed, and to go 
on the Bench in ample time to serve that 
corporation in the case whieh is being made 
up to test the validity of the Thurman act. 

Gen. Garfield could not have done this 
thing of his own motion. He would not 
voluntarily have assumed such a responsi- 
bility. If he had ever contracted any per- 
sonal liabilities to Matthews they Were can- 
celed by his standing aside to permit Mat- 
thews’ election to the Senate. What, then, is 
the power which compels him at the outset 
to disgrace his Administration by returning 
this practically rejec unfit, unpopular 
nomination te the Senate?

THE CRY OF THE OFFICESEEKER.

WasuineTon, D. C.. March 19.—At the 
White House the rain seemed to have a de- 


pressing effect upon the officeseekers. At all 


events, there were many less there than 
usual, although the building was by no 
means deserted. The President, however, 
was kept well occupied during the business 
hours, The duties pertaining to the Presi- 
dential office at present are very distasteful 
to Gen. Garfield. He remarked to a friend 
yesterday that, while he had deen 
fond of discussion all his life, and 
took pleasure in deciding .between differen 
arguments and theories, it was not pleasant® 
to him to be obliged to be the arbitrator in 
personal quarrels, and to decide which of 
two equally good men should be appointed 
Postmaster at any particular place. Work 
of this sort, however, is only just beginning 
with the President, as he has made but few 
nominations, and if he intends to pursue a 
general policy of change, there remain some 
40,000 PRESIDENTIAL OFFICES 
to be filed directly by the appointment of 
the President himself. A member of the 
Cabinet to-day, speaking of the great rush 
and crush of. officeseekers, said that he had 
been in office now two weeks, and that, in 
that time, he had been able to devote not 
more than five hours to the business of the 
fifty millions of people whose interests are 
represented by the General Government. 
The remainder of his official and personal 
time had been occupied by some one of the 
thousands of men in Washington who are. 
seeking places.

ROYAL ASSASINATIONS. 


Straaps’ Attempt upon the Life of the 
First Napoleon, Etc. 
For The Chicago Tribune. 

The murder of the Russian Emperor by 
fanatical assasins has sent a thrill of horror 
througheut the civilized world, and the ques- 
tion again arises regarding the promptings of 
criminals who thus exercise their brutal in- 
stincts at the risk of their own lives, without 
effecting any change in Governments obnox- 
ious to them, and without beneficial résults 
to their own cause. That these attempts are 
always the result of blind fury, as is gener 
ally believed, ts not the case, although prob- 
ably applicable in the present instance, as 
political affairs it Russia are so depressing 
that it is no marvel if the people are driven 
to desperation. Notwithstanding the gloss 
of civilization thrown over her high society, 


Russia still remaifis me country of Ivan the | 


Terrible, and of Peter, equally great on ac- 
count of his cruelties as his genius; and a 
desire for vengeance hes probably impelled 
the assasin of the Czar to commit an in- 
famous deed in the heat of infuriated pas- 
sion. 

The wretch who attempted the life of 
Alphonse XII. of Spainjwas actuated by a de- 
sire for notoriety; He had resolved to com- 
mit suicide, but was advised by certain com- 
rades to murder the King, and thereby gain 
renown in the manner of his death, instead 


‘of descending to a nameless grave. The 


most singular case on record, however, is 
that of the First Napoleon, whose life was 
attempted by «Frederick Straaps, a deluded 
fanatic, who persisted in the belief that God 
had appeared to him in a dream and com- 
manded him to commit the deefi. 

This was early in October, 1809, when 
Napoleon was in Schénbrun, arranging a 
treaty of peace with Austria. Every day‘at 
noon the Emperor reviewed his soldiers in 
the court of the chateau of Schinbrun; which 
event attracted a large crowd of tators, 
most of whom came expressly from Vienna 
to witness this pageantry. 

On Tuesday, the 12th of October, after hav- 
ing descended from the chateau, he crossed 
the court to approach the right of the regi- 
ment which formed the first line, whena 
young man hastily proceeded in he same di- 
rection, as if desiring to accost the Emperor. 
The Prince Berthier noticed this movement, 
and, spurring his horse, forestalled the youth, 
and thus addressed hini: 

Were are you golng **

Retire immediately.” 22

It is probable that with more precaution he 
would have been alluwed to approach the 
Emperor; and, as he remarked to his Judges, 
if once within range his thrusts would have 
been well given. 

During four days of trial his mildness 
and resignation never abandoned him a sin- 
gle instant. He persisted in his avowals, and 
in the motives which had inspired the reso- 
lution. However, when the President of the 
Military Commission conversed with him on 
his prejudice against Napoleon, he seemed 
moved, and remarked: 

* If I had known his true character sooter, 
I would not have made an irrevokable eu- 
gaxement with God—perhaps.”’ 

On being questioned by the President re- 
garding the punishment reserved for, regi- 
cides, he replied: , 

“I know that I shall be subjected to tor- 
tures, for which Lam prepared in advance; 
but death will putan end to this, and obtain 
fur mea reectupense proportionate to my 
suffering in the bosom of * 

— President having informed him chat 
torfuré@ of criminals was not in accordance 
with French legislation or French manners, 
he seemed to learn with great satisfaction 
that the ouly punishment in reserve fur him 
was to be shot. 

The evening before hig éxecution, Straaps 
sent a letter to his father, in which he said: 
1 this night God appeared tome. This 
was a figure bright as the sun at noonday 
whese voice said to me: March forward! 
Thou wilt succeed in the enterprise, but thou 
wilt perish therein.’ I felt myself sustained 
by invincible force.” 

Monday, Oct. 16, the day on which Straaps 
was to be executed, was also the day on 
which peace was declared between France 
and Austria. On the announcement of this 
news to the army on that day, volley after 
volley was fired to celebrate the event, when 
Straaps asked the cause of this rejoicing. 

“ It is for the declaration of peace which 
has just been signed by the Emperor Napo- 
leon,”’ was the . 

„Omya!“ he cried, raising his eyes 
and hands to heaven, I thank Thee! Peace 
is then declared, and I am not an assasin.”’ 

At 2 o’clock he was taken to the place of 
execution. He walked with resignation to 
meet his doom, and in a quarter of an hour 
he had ceased to live. 

The same day, Oct. 15, at 2.o’clock in the 
afternoon, Na oleon left Schoenbrun for the 
chateau of Nymphimbourg, where all the 
Court were awaiting him, from which place 
they would depart immediately for Paris? 
The weather was magnificent. The Em- 
peror was on horseback, surrounded by his 
Aides-de-Camp. They were proceeding slow- 
ly along, and, on turning a ee hill, 
Napoleon called the attention of the Duke de 
Rovigo to the beauty of the scenery, and 
while gazing on the vast panorama unrolled 
before them, a discharge of musketry was 
heard, whose echoes reverberated far and 
near. The Emperor sto his horse, and 
directed his sight to a little grayish cloud 
which was slowly rising above the earth.

Scenes in the Modern 
nalia. 
Special Coriéspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Rome, Italy, March 2.—The great Carnival 
is just over. Last night, after a life of 
eleven days full of vigor and intensity, the 
monster expired, suddenly as a taper ex- 
tinguished by the breath. Perhaps some of 
your readers, espécially among the young 
people, may be interested in a short descrip 
tion. 

The origin of this celebrated festival is in- 
volved in some doubt, but it is generally re- 
garded as being an outgrowth of the ancient 
Saturnalia of Rome. The Roman Catholic 
Church deny that it sprung from their 
religion, but claim that the Church has ever 
opposed, condemned, and, finally, from 
force of circumstances, barely tolerated, its 
excessive festivities. 

Accordliig to Byron the derivation ot the 
word is carnis vale.—“ farewell to flesh,”— 
the priests instructing the people to leave 
meat untouched during the forty days of 
Lent immediately following. 

The principal street in Rome is the Corso. 
It runs from the north gate about due south 
through the heart of the modern part of the 
city; is straight, quite wide, nearly a mile in 
length, and lined with shops, hotels, and 
palaces. Here, as everybody knows, is the 
fountain-head and focus of the Carnival. On 
either side of the street, from the lowest 
story to the very roof, are innumerable ve- 
randas and balconies of all sizes and shapes, 
ail trimmed with gayest colors.—bright red, 
bright green, crimson, and gold; decorated 
with festoons of leaves and flowers; streain- 
ers floating out in liveliest hues. In front of 
the churches temporary stands have 
been erected; and these, as well 
as sceaffoldings to new buildings, 
have been transformed into gorgeous tem- 
ples, radiant with crimson, silver, and gold. 
The doorways of the sbops, too, have been 
barricaded and hung with curtains, ready 
for offensive and defensive warfare. 

Each day, long before the hour, the multi- 
tude assemble. Carriages, Jrawn by hofses 
with gaily-caparisoned trappings, are slowly 
passing up and down the street in two long 
unbroken lines, often brought to a stand 
still by the surging crowd pressing their way 
on foot in every direction. The finer equip- 


ages are lined with white cambric for pro- 
tection. Every cross street is pouring in its 
spectators by hundreds; while soldiers, in 
drigut uniform and fully armed, compel all 
vehicles to enter the Corso 
other extremity. 

At2o’clock the revelry of the Carnival be- 
gins. What an animated picture! From 
pavement to chimney every door, window, 
veranda, and balcony is alive with bright 
faces and active forms. Woman takes spe- 
cial delight in a scene like this; and, wher- 
ever you look, there her eyes are laughing, 
dancing, and sparkling like «listening dia- 
monds. It is a time of general license, and 
meu women have arrayed themselves. 
under the protection of the mask, in every 
wild, droll, — style of dress. One de- 
scries in the close mass of variegated bright- 
ness a ludicrous caricature on every nation- 
ality, every trade and profession; while many 
costumes are a combination of the grotesque 
and ridiculous, without any atiempt at per- 
sonificauon. , 
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h and American 
ladies and gentlemen enter into the sport 
25 heartily as the noblest man of them 


all. 

But, in the midst of all this tumult and 
abandonment, so contagious and irresistible 
in all its flashing and infinit variety, there is 
heard the boom of the canuon, and re- 
luctantly hostilities cease peace is re- 
sto Carriages immediately turn out of 
the Corso into side streets; soldiers thrust 
back the crowd on to the narrow sidewalks; 
the vast multitades wait in eager expecta- 
tion for a few minutes; when, at either 
end of the street, is heard the biast of 
the bugie,—the signal for the races. 
In old times, beautiful, sleek ry steeds, 
fleet as the wind, sped riderless through the 
Corso; but now only six commonplace, 
scraggy, bony old horses, covered with 
jing tng chains, and sharp-pointed s and 

rlangles of gilt metal, canter through the 
vociferous crowd. That closés.the sport of 
the day. 

In the evening there are balls, lotteries, 
fairs, and illuminations on the piazzas, Day 
after day for nearly two weeks these fooleries 
are re with little variation. After the 
fourth day confettiare no longer thrown,— 
only flowers. The last day is usually re- 
garded as the best of all. The fancy dresses 
A in greater variety ene richer mate- 
rial; the bouquets are larger, and many of 
them of beautiful, natural flowers. 

But the last night is the climax of this gay, 
wild reveling. As dark-w night begins 
to draw her sable mantle over the Eternal 
City, with its dark, surging 
mass of humanity, presents, in the 
dim light of the moon, a strange 
weird spectacle. Suddenly little lights shine 
forth, millions in number; the crowded 
street is all ablaze; every window, and bal- 
cony, and street-corner is illuminated as with 
a universe of bright-twinkling stars. Now 
comes the last gay madneeg of the Carnival, 
attaining to such a hight of glittering color, 
swarming life, and frolicsome uproar, that 
its memory will never fade. Everybody is 
expected to carry a little le or taper 
keep it lighted, while he as earnestly endeav- 
ors to extinguish all the lights around him. 
As soon as your light expires, acy are taunt- 
ed with the ery, Senza moccoio! senza moc- 
colo!“ (Without alight!) The fin waxes 
fast and furious during this hour’s wanton- 
ness. Men in groups, pushing, 8 
scuffling, to put out — emg = Am ag held

aloft; women atzaton way out 
of balconies in me Sager attempt 
to retaliate; the moment ‘of victory 
and triumph suddenly turned into defeat and 
idicule by a flapping handkerchief swang 
from above. Such genuine hearty laughter, 
and real child-like merriment! Delicious! 

Again, at the hight of the. enthusiasm, in 
the fullest ecstasy of the sport, the signal 
sounds for auother change in the procession. 
All the masqueraders, all who carry illumin- 
ated lanterns, march through the Corso. 
Borne in a mammoth chariot follows the 
colossal figure of the dying Carnival. One 
attendant is fanning the face, another rub- 
bing his cold and motionless limbs; but all is 
of no avail. He egpires as the procession 
reaches the end of Corso, and * huge 
body is burned: on a funeral pyre in the 

jazza near by. Then the assembled multi- 
udes, filling the vast sqtfare, are delightfuily 
entertained for a few minutes by bright, 
sparkling fire-works, while the Pincian Gar- 
den higtgs to eas tare illuminated with 
Bengal Ifghts.—a brilliant and most captivat- 
ing sight. Thus closed the Carnival, and 
Rome is quiet to-day.

ALFRED AYLWARD. | 


Lader of Joubert, Commander of the 
Fighting Boers—One, ‘of Garibaldi’s 
Men—His Part in the Uprising ia Ire- 
land in 1867—Two Attempts to Hill 
Him by Fenians Who Distrasted Him. 

New Ten Buen. 

The superb resistance of the Boers to the 
armed invasion of the Transvaal by the En- 
glish, and the almost unifurm success that 
has hitherto crowned it, have, in view of the 
numerical weakness of the Boers, been a 
matter of surprise. Naturally the Irish are 
highly pleased by the defeat of the English 
troops, and the enjoyment of the reverses of 
the veterans of many campaigns is hight- 
ened by the fact that even the leading English 
journals attribute them mainly to an Irish- 
man, Alfred Aylward, the chief adviger of 
Joubert, the commander of the Boers. The 
English press, however, appears to have ad- 
mitted Aylward’s nationality only as a ground 
forthe most bitter personality. Probably the 
mildest term applied to him is “the Irish 
renegade.“ 

Thomas Brennan, of No. 259 Third avenue, 
was associated with Aylward some years 
ago in insurrectionary movements in Ireland. 
and is one of the few living men who possess 
accurate information as to his career. Ayl 
ward’s life is acomplete romance,” Mr. Bren- 
nan said, * and he is the ideal hero of a ro- 
mantit tale. As ILSsaw him last, he was, pér- 
sonally, the realization of an artist's conce 


tion of a reckless conspirator, tireless in 
lotting revolution. He was tall and muscu- 
ar, and had a dark complexion. His dark 
eyes were bright and restless, and lee A

raven hair fell in curls on his shoulders. A 
black felt hat was slouched low over his 
2 face, and his clothing was looge and 
easy. He would have made the fortund of a 
manager, I fancy, who could have induced 
him to appear, for instance, on the stage of 
the Bowery Theatre just as he was in some 
thrilling melodrama. But Aylward had gen- 
uine metal in him, as has since been shown, 
though some of the Dublin boys were in- 
clined to think that he was weak and stagy, 
and soon afterward they thought even worse 
of him. But no one doubted that Aylward, 
who had served creditably under Garibaldi 

ssessed a valuable degree of knowledge of 
rregular warfare, and he was admitted to 
— confidence of the Fenian circles in Dub- 
in. 

“ Aylward isin his 37th year. He is a 
natve, I befleve, of Dublin. His father kept 
a small fancy goods store in that part of 
Dublin known as Summer Hill. He received 
a liberal education. After his graduation, 
his father had not the means to establish 
him in a profession, nor the influence to se- 
cure him a position, however incrosiderable, 
under the Government. Having no regular 
employment, Aylward became absorbed in 
the wrongs of his country. There was no 


e resolved to enlist under the stanaard of 
liberty unfurled by Garibaldi. He was one 
of the few hundred men who first tonched 
the Italian shore with Garibaldi under t 
revolutionary lag. ‘There is no doubt tl 
he went through a good deal ot hard fight- 
ing with Garibaldi, of which he was 
fond of talking after returning to 
Ireland. He reappeared in Dublin, with his 
warlike appearance and his glib talk of 
bloody fields, on the eve of the uprising of 
March, 1867. 

“Just outside of Dublin, about seven 
miles, at wea gy 2 Lord Goff, an Irish- 
man, though a General in the British army, 
had a beautiful country-seat. His Lordship 
had a taste for curious arms. In the war 
with the Sikhs he captured three superb 
bronze field-pieces. They were presented to 
him by the English Government, and he had 
them set up on the lawn infront of his house.

1 
was one of those men, and know that 
Aylward could have sent me higher than a 
kite at any moment that he chose. But, ac- 
eording to my knowledge of him, he was an 
inveterate and uncompromising enemy of 
British rule. 

„Well, the uprising, hopeless from the 
outset, an at midnight on the Sth of 
March, 1867, one of the stormiest nights that 
was ever seen in Ireland. It had been pre- 
arranged that Aylward should take com- 
mand of the Butterstown men, stop three of 
the fuur-horse omnibuses running between 

ston and Dublin, yoke the horses to 
Lord Goff’s field-pieces, and advance to the 
support of John win, the leader of the 
three circles of men, numbering about 800, 
in attacking and capturing the police bar- 
racks in the vicinity. Had this prearrange- 
ment been carri out success would un- 
doubtedly have followed. Kirwin, who is 
now in business in this city, led his men to 
an attack on Dundrum police barracks, de- 
fended that night by about thirty policemen. 
At the first volley Kirwin fell, wounded 
severely. The loss of the brave leader dis- 
heartened the men, and they retired, some 
returning to their homes. irwin was 
borne from the fleld, but afterward fell into 
the hands of the police. He was taken toa 
hospital, and left under the custody of 
two policemen, to recover, if possible. 
He feigtied to be very much more helpless 
than he was, and, taking advantage of the 
absence of his goardians from his bedside 
for an 1 sprang from a window and 
made his esc nder the lead of a man 
whose name I cannot give, because he is in 
Ireland still, the remainder of the scattered 
force moved toward the police barracks at 
Stepaside and Glencuilen. Near these places, 
according to the pian of action, Aylward was 
to have met us with the artiliery. From 
these points we were to have advanced to 
the capture of Bray, a*%jfamous watering- 
— With Aylward's support we could 
ave had, almost unquestiorably, a succes- 
sion of easy victories, ending with the capt- 
ure of Bray. We had provided an ample 
supply of grape and canister for the guns, 
and we depended upon them to make a big 
noise in the world that night. There was 
deep and bitter disappointment when Ayl- 
ward failed to meet us. Then we proceeded 
to Pallagh. where we were to have joined 
the main body of insurgents, under Gen. 
Haipine. But we found at the rendezvous 
only a green flag. a few pikes, and Halpine's 
valise. There had been a gathering of good 
men, but, concluding that the outbreak had 
failed, they had separated. 

“Aylward endeavored, I believe, to justify 
the 
attempt was hopeless, he did not carry out 
his part of the program, and lead men to cer- 
tain death or capture, to be followed up with 
the savage treatment of the officers of the 
law. Other men, as I have said, took the 
same view of the matter that night. Great 
dissatisfaction was felt with regard to Ayl- 
ward’s course, This was intensified when, 
some weeks afterward, he was charged with 
8 an attempt to kill Lord Mayo, 
the Lord-Lieutenant, as he was quitting the 
Castle one day, by an anunymous letter ap- 
prising him of his danger. I do not know 
whether there was any basis whatever for 
this report in regard to Aylward, but it cer- 
tainly embittered Irishmen who had trusted 
him so that they thought he ought to be dealt 
with summarily. Two daring attempts were 
made to take his life. On Wie first occasion 
he was invited by several men to take a walk 
on the bank of the Dublin Canal. In a 
secluded place these men, probably the ap- 
pointed executioners of Aylward, drew 
their revolvers and tired at him, wounding 
him severely. The police, attracted by the 
pistol shots, ran up, but Aylward’s asgail- 
ants escaped. Ile was taken to a hospital, 
and lingered ror a long time between lite and 
death. Though he knew his assailants well, 
and could have bétrayed them to the police 
at any moment, he refused to utter one word 
againt them. After his recovery a second 
attempt was made to kill him. One of the 
men who had before tried to kill him met 
him in Clarendon street, Dublin, and at once 
began to blaze away at him. Aylward was 
again badly wounded. His assailant es- 
caped, but, though Aylward could havé made 
his hiding-place known to the police, he kept 
absolute silanes on the subject. His silénce 
when he might have spoken, and given up 
the met who had endeavered to assasinate 
him, has induced me to beljeve—and I fancy 
that a good many of his old associates are of 
the same opinion—that he could not have 
been an informer. 

“After regaining his health he quitted 
Ireland, and was soon after seen in Liver- 
pool in reduced circumstances. There were 
many men in Liverpvol then that the Gov- 
ernment would probably have paid well for, 
and if he had been given to informing, it 
seemsto me he would have done so then. 
He lived in a retired quarter, and kept out of 
the way of the men who had quitied Ireland 
after the uprising, mainly with a view of get- 
ting out of the country, supposing that every 
man’s hand was against him. 1 called at the 
house where he was staying, one day, the 
proprietor beimg an acquaintance, As Len- 
tered Aylward 5 up-stairs. What 
is the matter with Ayiward ?” J asked. The 
poor fellow fancies thatevery one who comes 
near him desires to assasinate him,’ the pro- 
prietor answered. I went up stairs, and 
when I opened Ayiward’s doorlsaw him 
lying upon his bed, with a revolver in his 
hand. He was evidently on his guard, and 
eyed me warily. ‘ What ails you, Aylward ?” 
I said; I wouldn't hurt you, nor would 1 
allow any one else to hurt you.’ He belleved 
what Il said, and, rising from the bed, he 
greeted me cordially, and pat up the re- 
volver. * — ne remained in Liverpool wd 
were good friends. 

“Hie and a man named Russell started on 
foot from Liverpool to walk to Manchester 
in search of employment. They being fine, 
soldierly men, strongly resembling Col. Kelly 
and Capt. y, who had been rescued 
from the prison Van in Manchester.

He Leaves His Laboratory and 
comes a Business-Man-—Companties 
Being Organized in Several Cities— 
Awalting the Action of the Aldermen 
Leasing the Morgana iron Works. 

New York Sun, March 15. 

The building No. 6 Fifth avenue has an 
aristocratic exterior, Its spacious halls are 
frescoed, and its brown-stone front is carved 
and chiselied in the chaste stvle peculiar to 
Fifth avenue. On Satutday afternoon Mr. 
Thomas A. Edison sat in a back room on the 


first floor of this edifice, with his feet cocked, 


upon a writing-desk. His tace was clean- 
shaved. A shining beaver was perched on 
his head, and he was puffing a fragrant cigar. 
He was arrayed in nobby attire, preseriting a 
marked contrast to his usual appearance in 
Menlo Park. 

“IT have left the laboratory,” said he. and 
am now a man of business. The electric 
light is perfected in all its branches, and I 
am bending all my time and energies to its 
introduction to the public. There will be no 
bulling and bearing of the stock. There will 
be no freezing out of stockholders, nor 
rings in the Board of Directors, There will 
be no construction. companies to eat up the 
profits that belong to the shareholders. All 
branches of the business are in bur hands. 
We have our own lamp manufactories, we 
make our own generators, and manufacture 
our own service-pipes and conductors. We 
have leased the Morgan Iron-Works from 
John Roach for the manufacture of pipes 
through which to lay our wires, and before 
many years you will see the light in general 
use. We are forming companies in various 
cities, taking part of the stock ourselves. We 
shail deal oniy with men of capital and repu- 
tation, and there will be no shenanagin. The 
parent company will lay the pignt in each 
city, and hold a tight rein. Already we have 
taken steps toward the introduction of the 

htin Newark, Chicago, Detroit, Toronto, 
Cincinnati, Washington, and other cities.” 
“ What is the trouble in New York?” we

TENEMENT-HOUSES. 
FILTHY HOLES IN WHICH PEOPLE LIVE. 

The striking out of the Appropriation bill by 
the Finance Committee of the salaries of the 
Workshop and Tenement- House Inspectors has 
given rise to much talk, as the work of these 
officiais is certainly necessary and very bene- 
ficial to the community. In order to show what 
they do, the report of one of them is appended:

GLUCOSE. 
ITS RELATION TO HEALTH AND ADULTERATION. 

Ata meeting of the Philosophical Society last 
night at the Palmer House, Prof. W. 8. Haines, 
of Rush Medical College, read a deeply interest- 
ing paper on that much-talked-of subject, **Giu- 
cose.“ He said that the apparentiy popular 
idea that this articie was deleterious and even 
poisonous was a pure fallacy, just as it was a 
fallacy to believe that hard water was more nu- 
tritious than soft, or that beef tea, as ordinarily 
made, was strengthen to the body. Glucose 
was made principally from corn, or, 
rather, from the starch to be found in 

It was made by extracting the starch 
and then submitting that starch to the 
action of suiphuric acid. After the chemical 
action had taken place, the starch being con- 
verted into glucose, the acid was neutralized by 
adding chalk or marble dust to the genera! com- 
pou whicb would then be composed of glu- 
cose and sulphate of lime, the lattera perfectly 
harmiess article. But. barmiess though the 
sulphate of lime was, the glucose would not mix 
—— it, but remained at the top. and could be 

rawn off. 

As to the glucose itself, it was composed of 
hydrogen, oxygen, and carbon,—juat what cane 
sugar was composed ot, —thougu in slightly 
different quantities. The iference be- 
tween cane sugar and glucose, so far as 
the body was concerned, was this: Gu- 
cose, when eaten, went directly into circulation 
throughout the body, giving it flesh and 
strength, but cane sugar, when eaten, had first 
to be converted into giucose before it could 
circulate. In other words, the body demanded 
giucose and the chemical acids of the stomach 
made glucose in large quantities from bread, 
fruits, and almost every variety of food. 

But it was claimed by the alarmists that quan- 
tities of the sulphate of lime were to be found 
in glucose. This might be true in some cases, 
but what of it? Sul te of time was perfectly 
harmiess, and could be found in large quanti- 
ties im all waters used in the manufact- 
ure of great English ales and 
beers. Any one who drank a giass of Bass’ 
or Allsop's ale took into his system a larger 

vuantity of sulphate of lime than could be 
— in the same quantity of glucose we 7 
Again, it hud ceen claimed that sulphuric acid 
in a free state bad been found in glucose. 
Chemists who ciaimed this did not kgow their 
business. in the first place, the presence of the 
free acid would injure the app us of the 
manufacturer toa frightful exter and would 
color the glucose and greatly deteriorute from 
its commercial value. Therefore selfish 
motives alone induced the manufacturer 
to use about twice as much marbie- 
dust to neutralize the acid as was really 
necessary. conclusion was, then, that glu- 
cose was very valuable as a nutritious article of 
food, and the time would come, or shouid come, 
when it would used for ordinary purposes 
instead of sugar. It would cost only three or 
four, or perhaps tw nts a pou and was 
fully haif as sweet as pure cane sugar.

IMPERIAL L OBSEQUIES. 


The Requiem of t Dead Czar at the 
Rassian Eqbassy in Washington. 


Dispatch to Cincinnati 
Wasninertow, D. C., March 15.—It was not 


merely to see and hear the Greek service, or 


because it was an Emperor’s requiem, that 
many Americans attended at the Russian 
Legation to-day, but merely because of te 
memory of those awful years of our Cfvil 
War, when the skies were so dark at home, 
and the outlook so black over the sea, and 
the name of Alexander II. was che chief one 
that kept English and French intervention at 
bay, and his friendship the only one stanch 
and true among the great Powers of Europe. 

The house of the Russian Legation faces 
west, and the bright sunshine lay warm on 
the broad doorstep, over which hung heavy 
masses of black drapery. Under these those 
attending passed into the hall-rooms, lighted 
softly, and filled with the odor of incense. 
The front parlor was hung with black from 
the ceiling to the floor; the chandelier was 
veiled in crape, At the west end of the room 
stood an altar covered with black cloth bor- 
dered with a band of silver. Two, tall 
lighted candles were on this altar, and in 
front of it and facing it stood Father Byjering 
and au assistant priest, both in heavy black. 
silver-bordered gowns, with crape scarfs on 
their shoulders and arms. 8 ing around 
the altar in a semi-circle were the wives of 
the foreign Ministers and the ladies of their 
households, all in black, and just back of 
them the Ministers themselves, with their at- 
tachés of legation, in striking contrast to the 
rest of the scene. Their epaulets and buttons 
gleamed through their thin covering of 
crape, and the scarlet and gold of ir uni- 
forms were gay in solte of black scarfs. A 
few carried plumed hats in their hands, and 
their breasts were covered with orders and 
medals. 

The service was chanted alternately by the 
priests, slowly and in low melodious tones, 
the stranzeness of the language and the mi- 
nor notes of the music producing an effect 
much like that of the Catholic mass. Fre- 
quently Father Bering, as he chanted, 
turned from the altar and raised the Greek 
cross for a moment, and then resumed his 
tormer position, Occasionally through the 
music the name “Alexander Nikolaie” 
could be distinguished, and the broad sound 
given to the a, with the slow rising inflec- 
tion on that part of the name, produced a 
weird moaning effect that was ver 
impressive. — as all listened, 
the chanting su denly geaped, and 
in our own English, broken only 
by foreign utterance, spoken slowly 
and solemnly, came the familiar words, 
heard so often over our own dead, 
* Verily, verily, — ja yous he that 
heareth my words believeth in Him that 
sent me hath everlasting life, and shall not 
come into condemnation, but is passed from 
death unto lite. Marvel not at this, for the 
hour is coming in whieh all chat are in the 
grave shallehear His Wie. and shall come 
forth, they that have done good until the 
resurrection of life, and they that have do 
evil unto the resurrection of damnatign. 
can of mine own self do nothing, as 1 hear 
and judge, and my judgment is ype pe ee 
I seek not mine own will, but the lof the 
Father which hath sent me.“ 

Following these voices came the minor 
chanting for a few moments, and the services 
were ended. The priest turned and shook 
hands with several of the legation, and the 
company passed into the back — 1 
softly as it came. Alithe Russian Legation 
were in mourumg. The wife of the French 
Minister also was dresse@ in crape, and Lady 
Thornton in a quiet black. None were in 
colors. The Turkish Minister was in his 
uniform and red fez. The Chinese Ambas- 
sador in his national dress. 

Among these, head and shoulders above 
most of them, dressed in pin black. his fine 
head with its gray hair whith wold attract 
attention anywhere, stood Secretary Blaine, 
and not far from bim Robert Lincoln. While

EX-SENATOR ARMSTRONG. 


Closing Scene in Mis Trial at St. Louis 
—ie Is Declared Not Guilty by tbe 
Jury—Closing Remarks of the Defend- 
ant’s Attorney. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

St. Louis, Mo., March 19.—The closing 
scene in the trial of David H. Armstrong, 
ex-United States Senator and ex-Police Com- 
missioner, was witnessed this afternoon by a 
large audience in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection. Mr. Armstrong was charged with 
nonfeasance in office while holding the posi- 
tion of Vice-President of the Police Board. 
The Marge in brief consisted of his paying 
no attention to a report made by one special 
officer concerning the action of another who 
was employed on lottery cases. The non- 
action of Mr. Armstrong, some thought, 
was due to the influence of propri- 
etors of the lottery schemes, hence 
the importance of the suit. The trial has 
lasted three days, and to-day the arguments 
Col. J. C. Normile was attorney 
for the distinguished defendant. Col. Nor- 
mile was once Congressional Librarian, and 
studied law with Tom Corwin. He is looked 
upon as the leading criminal attorney here. 
Hie said to-day that, in all his professional 
career, he had never seen or heard of such 
an unprecedented and extraordinary case as 
the one then before the jury. He prefaced 
his address to the jury with an excellent in- 
troduction, reviewims history where the pur- 
est were persecuted for failure to unite with 
the mob, showing where the best men were 
guillotined for not crying Long live the Re- 
public!” He asked if a repetition of these 
scenes were to be enacted in St. Louis, and 
the respected defendant to be persecuted for 
what was not a violactionof any law. He 
spoke at length on the character of the wil- 


7 nesses, and asked that, if his character was 


at stake, and the 515 convicts he sent to the 
Penitentiary were to be called against 
him, what consideration would be given 
testimony? He asked that the 
jury would not disgrace the man who sat 
side the great men of the Nation in the Na- 
tion’s council, and that, without leaving their 
seats, they would discharge him. ‘The in- 
dictment of Missouri’s ex-Senator had been 
wired all over the Nation, and he asked that 
the old man be discharged at once, and that 
it would go all over the country that he was 
acquitted by his jurors without discussion. 
In conclusion, he said he asked nothing for 
his client for his public services, but warned 
them not to rob Mr. rr of his good 
name. Conscious of the innocence of 
his client, he had accepted the jury without 
challenging a single man. He was willing 
to submit the case to the jury without argu- 
ment and let them take it without further 
say. The jury, after a brief retirement, re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty.

SUBURBAN. 

The improvements at Pullman make steady 
progress. The Pullman Land Improvement 
Company will spend $500,000 for drainage 
and houses. The Pullman Palace-Car Com- 
pany expect to plant in all $2,000,000, of 
which $1,100,000 have been already disbursed, 
A new part of the scheme, nat heretofore 
made public, is a railroad from Pullman run- 
ning northeast around Lake Calumet to South 
Chicago.

Ages. 


How They Were Performed — The 
Characters and the Actors. 


Language of the Works—Mise en Scene 


and Costumes. 


There are few occupations more interesting 
to the lover of the drama than thatof tracing 
its rise and progress, from its earliest devel- 
opments to the full-blown rose of poesy that 
flourished in the Elizabethan age in England, 
and in the reign of Louis XVI in France. A 
recent volume from the French press enables 
the student to pursue the study, so far as re- 
yeards the early Mystery-and-Miracle-Plays, 
| with a fullness hitherto practically impos- 
sible to the ordinary reader.* 

In France as elsewhere, the drama had a re- 
ligious origin. The Church of the primitive 
Christians was thesworn foetoall theatrical 
representations, and rightly so in view of the 
horrors of the arena in ancient Rome, and 


immorality of such spectacles. 


But with progress of time the Church be- 
came not only the temple of the people’s 
worship, but almost their only source of in- 
tellectual enjoyment. 
of humanity toward dramatic representation 
found vent in the ceremonials of religion.

1487 the curé, Nicolle, while impersonating 
the Savior in a play, came 
near dying on the cross in good earn- 
est, from sheer fatigue and exhaustion. 
In the same play the representative of 
Judas hung himself insuch a realistic fash- 
ion that he became insensible, and was near- 
ly dead when taken down, so that his fellow-

CuicaGco, March 19.—Who are the Boers? 
is a question that has been asked continually 
in the last six months, and, historically 
speaking, accurately answered by the public 
press. Having lived among them and tray- 
eled over the country, let me answer the 
question, 

ln stating facts of history, however, which 
are correct, the press has generally left out 
any mention of that inner life which really 
makes the manor nation. It has been left 


| tobe generally understood that Boers—de- 


scendants of those gallant and noble-minded 


the footsteps of their forefathers even as the 
American of to-day has advanced from the 
enlightenment of the voyagers in the May- 
flower.

The lew, ignorant, degraded 
cotiers of the West of Ireland have the very 
sufficient excuse of terrible poverty for their 
condition. But these Boers are lords of far- 
stretching acres, of herds of eattle or sheep, 
and of unwilling slaves; they have ample 
time and opportunity for study and improve- 
ment: but their ambition, if they have any, is 
not in that direction. 

A Boer is human, and that is the bes 
worst, that can be said of him, He exists 
to cheat and lie whenever opportunity on 
in a manner almost inconceivable and with 
a stolid persistency that would be envied 
by Arab merchaut or Yankee notion-peddler, 

The average pro-slavery Boer is well to do, 
but there are no evidenees of his prosperity 
about his dwelling other than stock, He 
lives in a pours truly, but as such a monu- 
ment of filth, , ignorance, and brutishness. It 
is low-piteh pry bow hanes small, and 
gives one the idea of bei — ast refuge of 
a destitute pauper —.— the mansion 
of an opatent landho 

As a class, Boers ar ‘devoid of yirtue, save 
that of courage, whieh they possess in com- 
mon with all the savage tribes of South 
Atrica. They are intensely lazy, and exert 
themselves only in the pleasures of the chase. 
As hunters they are experts, and as marks- 
men, especially in the rare Sage of 
their own — eg ape: y are without 
equal in the world. The English may boast 
themselves of their volunteer riflemen, but 
put a hundred of them on the scrubby plains 
of the Transvaal against the Boers, and ere 
night there would not bean Englishman left, 
whilst the Boers would probably be unable 
to count a scratch amongst them.

The Ravenous Herd That Beset the 
President — Old, Payed-Out Pliace- 
Resurrected from Their 

and Haunting the White 


WasnutnerTon, D. C., March 18.—Congress- 
men and other persons of some note are 
shown into the Private Secretary’s office at 
the White House, while the miscellaneous 
multitude impatiently ranges about the ante- 
room and halls. Beyond this office, and 
down a flight of three steps, is the room 
where Cabinet meetings are held and where 
the President recelves most of his business 
calls. Seeing him for the first time since the 
election, I naturally look for traces of ex- 
eitement and worry on his face, There are a 
few additional lines about the eyes, per- 
haps: but he wears his old robust, 
hearty, frank look, stands as straight 
as a soldier, and greets his friends 
with the same cordial, strong, magnetic 
grasp of the hand theyall remember. In his 
hew situation Gen. Garfield has to earn to 
be a good listener, for all day long argu- 
ments and appeals are poured into his ears. 
What is harder for him, I imagine, he must 
learn to take an interest in personal strug- 
gies and weigh the merits, influences, and 
claims of individuals against those of other 
individuals whose schemes and ambitions 
clash and are 8 to him as to an arbiter. 
Conflict of ideas has always had a great 
charm for him, and he has been a sturdy 
rere in such struge@ies, ready to give and 
and just as willing to be hit with an- 
—— man’s projectile of thought as to fire 
off his own. Now heis plunged into a con- 
flict of persons, where in most eases there is 
nothing but personal interests at stake. 

Fortunately he bas shielded himself in part 
from the onset of place-hunters by erecting 


as a barrier the doctrine that there should be 


fixity of tenure in the Civil Service, and that 
men who are doing their duty acceptably 
should not be removed during the terms for 
which they are commissioned. Many offices, 
such as Postmasters, Collectors, and Mar- 
shals, already have terms of four years at- 
tached to them by law, but it has rarely been 
the habit of former Administrations to re- 
spect these terms. President Garfield means 
to regard closely the spirit and letter of the 
law in this regard, and to persuade Congress 
to apply the principle of a definit tenure to 
all the places on the civil list. e thinks 
Civil-Service reform has begun at the wrong 
end in directing its efforts to appointments 
rather than removals. The chief evils 
connected with the service, he believes, 
arise from the fact that there are 
70,000 ov, 80,000 officeholders whose places 
are held Sypject to the will or eaprice of the 
Executive, Ofliceseeking becomes a chronic 
disease, because at all times the possibility of 
securing the dismissal of incumbents and 
obtaining their placesis before the minds of 
men who are anchored in politics. It is the 
President’s idea that the powerof removal 
should be strictly limited by law. He does 
not, however, believe in the perpetual tenure 
which seems tobe the ideal of many Civil- 
Service reformers; he seeks only to establish 
permanence of tenure for a fixed period, 
which is — and would unquestion- 
ably be beneficia

MILWAUKEE, March 19.—The formation of 
a Civil-Service Reform Association here, in

Of late the instances of departure from

RITUALISTIC TROUBLES. 


THE LONG AND UNDECIDED WAB. OVER 
FORMS OF WORSHIP. 
New York Herald. 


After the Church of Rome, the Church of 
Engiand, by law established and by law sus- 
tained, is the richest, most powerful, most 
imposing, and, in some respects also, most 
pretentious Christian organization in the 
world. In spite of the power and preva- 
lence of dissent it is in a very distiictive 
sense the Church of the English people, and 
into whatsoever part of the world that peo- 
ple have wandered and wherever they have 
established themselves thither it has fol- 
lowed them and there it has remained. It is 
not more truly the Church of the English peo- 
plein England than itis the Church of the En- 
glish people and their descendants in these 
United States,in British North America,in the 
West Indies, in the Australian colonies, and 
in South Africa. It is not wonderful that 
such an institution should occupy a large 
space, so to speak, in the eye of the world, 
and that any commotion or disturbance 
aifecting that Institution should command 
almost world-wide attention. It is all 
the less wonderful when it is borne 
in mind that the churches of the Angelican 
Communion in all lands turn to it as to a 
parent for guidance and encouragement, if 
not also for protection and even for support; 
and that by all the reformed churches of 
every name and denomination it has always 
been regarded as one of the strongest and 
most reliable bulwarks of the doctrines 
principles identified with the great Protest- 
ant revolution of the sixteenth century.

not less visible in the numerous secessions 
both from the clergy and laity,—secessions 
which made a great stir at the 2 and 
which, from the high standing and ability of 
some of the parties, greatly strengthened the 
Roman communion throughout the country. 
It was not, however, till about 1863 that what 
is now known as the ritualistic movement 
became either very pronounced or very 
general. It was one of the features of 
the church restoration movement that the 
interior of the church was made to resume 
very much the character and appearance it 
had in Catholic times. The restored church 
had low and open benches,—the separated 
chancel, the altar table, with its coverings of 
different color, according to ecclesiastical 
seasons; its candlesticks and cross upon or 
over it. It was almost natural that in such 
circumstances the celebration of the com- 
munien should become more frequent and 
that an increased importance should be at- 
tached to choral services. The tidal wave of 
ceremonial worghip had set in, and to these 
comparatively unimportant changes others 
of a more radical, but not illogical, character 
were soon tobe added. Special vestmen 
such as albs, and stoles, and chasubles; an

A “GOOD” IRISH LANDLORD 


How Oonsiderate He Is in BRacke« 
Renting—The Bules of the Estate— 
Mow Outrages re Manu(lactured. 

To the Bditor of The Uhiéago Tribune. 
Cutcaeo, March 19.—During one of the 

Irish debates in the British Parliament re- 

cently, when the character and composition 

of the Land League, its principles and prac-

He endeavored to show how the 
inalign influence of the Land League had 
changed a simple, kindly peasantry into base 
ingrates; how a kindly, generous, con- 
siderate, soft-hearted, open-handed 
landiord had been rewarded for 
his many kindnesses to his tenantry 
by their refusal under Land League influence 
to pay their just debts,—exceedingly moderate 
rents, Had the English members not been 
the stolid Englishmen that they were, they 
would doubtless have been melted into tears 
by the eloquent presentation of the miseries, 
pains, penalties, and sufferings which his un- 
grateful tenantry inflicted on him, accord ing 
to the eloquent Mr. Plunkett, grandson of 
the Irish orator and patriot. 

THE ““GooD”’ LANDLORD 

in question is Col. King-Harman, of Boyle, 

in the County of Roscommon, who sat in the 

last Parliament as the representative of 

Sligo County, but who, towards the close of 

his Parliamentary career, ratted“ to the 

Tories, on being made a County Lord-Lieu- 

tenant.

MISS FANNY DAVENPORT. 
From an artistic point of view Miss Daven- 
port’s engagement at Haverly’s has been 
almost a failure; from a financial point of 
view, it has been a success. The reason for 
her financial success is due to the fact that 
she appeared in two parts recently played in 
this eity by Bernhardt, and a curiosity was 
worked upto see how the American would 
compare with the French woman; the reason 
for her artistic failure is due to the fact that 
in assuming these two rdles—Camille and 
Gilberte—she attempted a line of character 
for which she is entirely unsuited, physically 
and mentally, and also owing to the wretched 
company surrounding her. Miss Dav- 
enport. is about as much out of 
place in Meilhac and Halevy’s Gilberte as 
Janauschek would be in the role of Little 
Emily, Lotta in Lady Mucbeth, or Annie 
Pixley in the Scandinavian Brunhilde. Miss 
Davenport, we take it, is too sensible a 
woman to be ignoront of this fact, and, be- 
lieving that she realizes this, we can only see 
as a motive for tacking Camille and Gilberte 
to her répertoire a hope of stirring up a fool- 
ish patriotic feeling among playgoers, and 
profiting by the recent craze over the dis- 
tinguished Frenchwoman.
